How long has it been since 
you’ve taken the time to read0 
Was it yesterday, when you 
glanced through this newspaper'’ 
Was it last weekend, when you 
skimmed over the articles in a 
magazine? Was it last summer, 
when ybu ploughed through the 
condensation of a popular novel 
that had been sold to a movie 
company0 
I’ll repeat my question in an­ 
other way: How long has it been 
since you began to begrudge the 
personal investment you must 
make when you become truly 
engrossed in a book'* 
That's the day you stopped 
reading, as reading is meant to 
be. 
You say you re too busy, you 
haven t the time. You say you’re 
too tired, that you re too preoc­ 
cupied with other concerns to 
concentrate on a book. 
You're probably right to a 
degree. The quickened pace of 
modern-day living has an insid­ 
ious way of gobbling up time. of 
multiplying distractions and con­ 
fusion. of leaving a woman tot­ 
ally exhausted 
But this is no 
excuse to stop reading; it is, 
rather, a reason to revive the 
habit of regular reading. 
Your whole being can be re­ 
vitalized after just a few min­ 
utes spent on worthwhile litera­ 
ture. Fatigue is forgotten when 
an intelligent mind comes to 
grips with new ideas, with new 
meanings and interpretations of 
old ideas The pictures that can 
be evoked by the descriptions 
drawn by an artist with words 


are able to transport you. almost 
literally, “ out of this world'* for 
as long as your own sense of 
imagery will sustain you. And 
you come back down to earth 
curiously refreshed and relaxed. 
True, a hook makes demands 
on the reader . . . but time isn't 
necessarily one of them. F’ew 
people today can afford to spend 
long uninterrupted periods read­ 
ing boos. What they do to solve 
this is simply to read as much 
as they can whenever they can. 
After all, when a book is worth 
reading, why hurry it? 
A wise librarian I know ad­ 
vises busy women to keep each 
room in their homes equipped 
with a good book, even if it can 
only be read in snatches. “ A 
woman who doesn’t have a spare 
hour for reading can always find 
ten minutes—-if the book is han­ 
dy” ’ This 
system, 
imperfect 
though it is, will at least keep 
that reading habit alive until 
the time when those spare hours 
arr easier to come by. 
Reading aloud is another old­ 
fashioned and long-neglected tal­ 
ent, worth reviving for the im­ 
provement of vocal expression 
as well as for the pleasure it 
gives, lf you’re interested in

The Communist 
Threat Persists 


Premier Khrushchev's comments on such 
divergent subjects as his ideological dispute with 
Communist China and the race to the moon are 
no cause for comfort. Instead, they add to evi­ 
dence that he is out to strengthen the Soviet 
Union s position in the cold war. 
Khrushchev’s call on Peking to drop its 
“polemics” was specifically aimed at solidifying 
the Communist front in this war. This was not 
« new appeal but it gained a sense of urgency 
from the likelihood that it would be a prime 
topic at the conclave of Communist leaders in 
Moscow for the 46th anniversary of the Bolshe­ 
vik revolution. 
Khrushchev's moon remarks also suggest 
moves to bolster his position against the West. 
lf they mean anything, it is that he is concen­ 
trating effort and expenditure on more imme­ 
diate, and more dangerous, objectives. 
In particular, he may be giving priority to 
orbiting of manned laboratories, which could 
also conduct a military patrol of the felobe. The 
Soviet 
Union 
is 
believed 
to 
have 
already 
achieved the necessary rocket thrust, which is 
much less than that required for a lunar mis­ 
sion. Reduced drain on Soviet resources would 
put him in a stronger position to pursue other 
Cold War objectives — including his expressed 
intention to “bury” us economically. 
The upshot is that America remains the 
Communists' No. I target and will remain so.

Fairness, A d Infinitum 


The Manton Forum of South Bend. Indiana, which 
specializes in giving voice to good conservatives on 
its radio and TV programs, is very much worried about 
the new “fairness'' doctrine being emphasized in a 
recent ruling of the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission 
The doctrine, so Mr L. F Reardon, a vice 
president of the Manion Forum, fears, will be invoked 
to badger all sorts of right-wingers and keep them from 
telling their side of the story in their broadcasts. 
Well, it's taken long enough for the conservation 
movement in the United States to make a comeback 
after the ideological debacle of the Nineteen Thirties, 
and one can see why conservatives should have gotten 
into the habit of looking apprehensively over their 
•boulders. 
But just how much does the FCC “ fair­ 
ness" rule menace conservative broadcasters? Can't 
some swift and effective counter remedy be found"* 


The new “doctrine," as Dean Manion’s rice 
president Reardon puts it, "attempts to enforce an 
unlawful rule that equal time be given to those 
who oppose an v point of view expressed over radio 
or TV. 
This rule, in practice, has been applied 
only to conservatives . . . left-wing extremists of 
every ilk are clamoring lo ‘answer’ our program” 


Everything that Mr 
Reardon says may be true 
insofar as it applies to his own predicament. 
Rut if 
the conservatives limit themselves to the defensive in 
this m atter of protesting the “fairness" directive, which 
was issued on July 26 they are hound to lose the fight. 
It seems to this columnist, who listens sporadically 
to both TV and radio political programs, that for every 
conservative on the air. there are at least three “ lib­ 
erals," to use the word in its contemporary sense. Now. 
obviously, if the “ fairness” criterion is to be applied 
with any fairness by the FCC commissioners, this 
means that conservatives would have the opportunity 
to cash in on a ratio that is 3-to-l in their favor. 
What they should do to combat any adverse appli­ 
cation of the “equal tim e" policy is to organize a 
domestic monitoring service comparable to the one 
maintained by Radio Liberty for keeping tabs on what 
is being said on the air inside Russia. Every time a 
conservative individual or organization is mentioned 
in a derogatory way by a liberal commentator, the 
monitoring organization could tip somebody to com­ 
plain loudly and at length. 
The demand for "equal 
tim e” would absolutely swamp the “ liberals ' since 
they have more programs going for them anyway. 
Just think of the ensuing chaos if the “fairness” 
doctrine were enforced to the letter of a crazy law. 
Anytime the “Birchers" are decried by somebody, the 
chief of the John Birch Society. Robert Welch could 
demand the right to answer. 
The New York Con­ 
servate 2 Party, in its effort to field the attacks made 
on it over the air. would have a 24-hour job on its 
hands. 
But it would also have a 24-hour opportunity 
to get its own publicity. 
And the U.S. Congress, to 
hack up the ruling of the FCC. would have to legis­ 
late a change in the calendar to put forty-eight hours 
into every official radio or TV day. 


The way to have anv palpably absurd ruling 
or law taken off the books is to campaign for its 
complete and impartial enforcement. If conserva­ 
tive* will only get on the ball about this, they can 
have the FCC sprinting to take rover, 
lf nobody 
ran mention a person or an organization on the air 
without guaranteeing equal time for reply, how 
could the Messrs. Huntley and Brinkley ever put 
on a show? How could Walter Cronkite say any­ 
thing pertinent? How could Howard Smith operate? 


The FCC ruling is particularly silly coming in a 
year when various political parties and personalities 
are revving up for their campaigns. Before November 
of 1964 is here everybody will be mentioning every­ 
body. There simply aren’t enough airwaves or hours 
to go around to permit a just enforcement of the “fair­ 
ness doctrine” And we are certain the FCC doesn’t 
want to give all that free time to the John Birch 
Society, anyway

How Should Fulbright Speech Be Interpreted? 


WASHINGTON - An unprece­ 
dented method of attack has been 
employed to influence General de 
Gaulle to change the policies of 
the French government so they 
will 
be 
more pleasing 
to the 
United States government. 
Senator 
J. 
VV. 
Fulbright 
of 
Arkansas, who is chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
of the United States Senate, has 
just made a speech that express­ 
ed views which, it might have 
been expected, would be uttered 
only hy the President or Secre­ 
tary of State. For the Executive 
Branch of the government has 
heretofore jealously guarded its 
prerogative 
to 
conduct 
foreign 
relations. 
It is conceivable, 
of course, 
that the Fulbright speech was 
cleared in advance by the De­ 
partm ent of State. 
For it would 
seem incredible that a speech of 
this 
importance, 
attacking 
an 
allied government, would be made 
without the knowledge and con­ 
sent of the Executive Branch of 
our government 
But is President 
de Gaulle now to regard the Ful­ 
bright speech as the expression 
of the United States government? 
Senator Fulbright’s words were 
bluntly expressed. 
He said, for 
instance: 
“ It is on this level of practical 
co-operation that 
French policy 
has been deeply disappointing to 
France’s allies. 
It is a policy 
which, if long continued, could 
lead 
to 
the disruption 
of the 
Western 
Alliance, not by open 
repudiation but by abnegation rn 
detail." 
This is a very serious charge 
to he leveled at the head of a 
government allied with the United 
States. 
But more surprising is 
the statement that France's policy 
has been disappointing not only 
to 
the 
United 
States 
but 
to 
France’s other allies. 
This will 
be disputed to some extent in 
Europe, but in this country it will 
be wondered why the chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee of the Senate is privileged to 
speak in behalf of any of the 
allied governments. 
When the leader in the French 
or British parliaments makes a 
speech, he is talking as the head 
of both the government and the

is significant

same speech the Arkansas Sena­ 
tor made a reference to France s 
unpaid debt from World War I 
to the United States. 
The total 
still unpaid, together with inter­ 
est, amounts to more than $6 bil­ 
lion. of which $4.3 billion was due 
as of June 30. 1963. Mr. Fulbright 
referred to it as a "default since 
June 1933."

MAJOR SHIFT - There are 
clear indications that the federal 
government may he planning a 
major shift in its scientific re­ 
search programs — away from 
military 
emphasis 
and 
toward 
benefitting humanity. 
Dr. Linus Pauling, Nobel Prize 
winning scientist, captured the 
attention of his audience when he 
departed from a prepared lecture 
and spoke to the centennial meet­ 
ing of the National Academy of 
Science about overemphasis on 
the 
current 
Moon 
shot 
effort. 
Pauling received a hearty round 
of 
applause 
and 
the 
personal 
congratulations of many scien­ 
tists at the conclusion of his re­ 
m arks 
Pauling s attitude was indirect­ 
ly reflected in something Presi­ 
dent Kennedy told the same m eet­ 
ing a short while later. Kennedy 
urged “a world-wide program to 
protect land and water, forest and 


w Udlife to combat exhaustion and 
erosion, to stop contaminating w a­ 
ter and air by industrial as well 
as nuclear pollution, and to pro­ 
vide for the steady renewal and 
expansion of the natural bases of 
life ” 
The President’s top science ad­ 
viser. Jerome B 
Wiesner, told 
Congress: "We must make our 
continued investment in the tech­ 
nology of national security hold 
more relevance for those areas 
of our economy that do not re­ 
ceive the same m easure of our 
resources.” 
With this shifting of govern­ 
ment emphasis away from the 
military and national defense as­ 
pects of scientific research, there 
is every reason to believe that in 
the next few years less emphasis 
will be placed on such projects as 
the Moon shot and more on seek­ 
ing cures for some of mankind’s 
most persistent ills. 


that the United States "has not. 
demanded payment of the World 
War I debts of France and other 
European countries." 
But it was 
not indicated whether the demand 
may yet be made.

purpose of mentioning World War 
I debts is not clear, though Sena­ 
tor Fulbright argued that meeting 
the debt due would help the "bal­ 
ance of paym ents’’ situation 
The whole purpose of the Ful­ 
bright speech was ostensibly to 
persuade General de Gaulle to 
liberalize his trade policies.

he a Soviet “ assault on the United 
States from which Europe would 
be spared." Mr. Fulbright insist­ 
ed that Europe, including France, 
must commit itself to a unified 
defense of the West 
He added 
that, while the United States is 
committed 
to such a defense, 
“this does not mean that it cannot 
he driven 
from 
Europe.” 
He 
declared: 
“ If our partners pursue protec­ 
tionist trade policies and decline 
to carry a proportion of the mili­ 
tary 
and 
foreign 
aid 
burdens 
commensurate with their resour­ 
ces, the United States will be left 
with no choice hut to reduce its 
com mitm ents.” 
This is. to say the least, a most 
unusual commentary on the poli­ 
cies of an allied government and 
specifically on the attitude of the 
head of that government. 
For 
certainly it doesn't make negotia­ 
tion easier, and it is an undiplo­ 
matic way to conduct the foreign 
relations of the United States.

On October 12, the Prim e Min­ 
ister telephoned President Ken­ 
nedy and secured from him the
